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MAN LOSES LIFE 

WHILE ATTEMPINO 

TO BREAK JAIL 

Had Been Arrested and Charged With 
Vagrancy—Articles, Evidently Stolen, 
Found in His Possession 


A man who said his name was James 
McCarthy was arrested at 11:30 last 
Sunday night by Deputy Constable 
J. B. Heivers, who had been aroused by 
some boys who told him a man was 
attempting to break into a bakery shop 
in San Bruno. 

Seivers immediately went to the 
scene partially dressed and asked Mc¬ 
Carthy what he wanted. McCarthy 
replied that he wanted to get a pie. 
Seivers told him it was all right anil to 
come along with him. The otlicer 
took hold of McCarthy’s coat collar 
with one hand and reached around 
with the other and took a loaded pistol 
out of McCarthy’s back pocket. 

The prisoner was taken to Seivers’ 
residence, where he was thoroughly 
searched, and shortly after bundled 
into a wagon and brought to this city 
and locked up in the jail. 

Monday morning McCarthy ap¬ 
peared before J ustice McSweeney and 
was charged with vagrancy. 

A large satchel partially filled with 
several articles of value was in the 
possession of McCarthy when arrested, j 

The articles are as follows: A copper! 
visiting card plate, with the name 
“Mrs. Helena B. Greninger”; silver 
hand mirror, with initials “ E. G.”; 
silver and gold purses; opera glasses; 
gold watch with initials “ E. G.”; pair I 
of eye glasses; a gold souvenir of the 
Odd Fellows’ golden jubilee in 1809; 
a small letter scale; a bunch of keys 
and wedding ring with “ J. to L. May 
7,1902” inscribed on the inside; astreet 
railroad construction workers’ union 
card belonging to “ George Rowe”; a 
receipt given by “Hichel & Williams” 
to “Mrs. Rowe” May 31, 1910, for the 
rent of a cottage at Twenty-second and 
Potrero streets, and a hypodermic 
needle. 

McCarthy declared he picked up the 
articles on the road near Han Bruno. 

Justice McHweeney instructed Offi¬ 
cer Heivers to made inquiries at Han 
Bruno and find out if any one there 
had lost any of the articles. 

Heivers, after a careful investigation, 
learned that P. J. Sullivan, the grocer, 
had given McCarthy some bread and 
cheese in trade for a large pocket knife 
combined with a fork and corkscrew. 

The Han Francisco police depart¬ 
ment was notified and given a list of 
the articles. 

McCarthy was given his meals on 
Monday and in the evening locked up 
for the night. 

About 10:30 the locomotive engineer 
of a passing train, seeing smoke and 
flames issuing from the building, gave i 
the alarm with the whistle of his en-! 
gine. 

Night Watchman Acheson immedi¬ 
ately responded, rushed to the jail and 
opened the front door, when a volume 
of flames burst out. 

He gave the alarm and the fire de¬ 
partment, under the direction of Fire 
Chief Kneese, responded promptly and 
soon had the flames under control. 
Groping through the ruins in the front 1 
cell, Kneese discovered the body of | 
McCarthy partially burned near aj 
barred window, where he had evident-' 


ly gone in an endeavor to get some | 
fresh air. 

Upon investigation it was found that 
McCarthy had collected some mattress 
filling and built a lire at the bottom of 
the front door with matches evidently 
handed to him through the barred 
front window. It is supposed he in¬ 
tended escaping from the jail after the 
fire had burned a hole in the door suf¬ 
ficiently large to permit his body to go 
through. 

At the inquest held by Coroner Ply- 
mine Tuesday evening the jury brought 
in a verdict that McCarthy had met 
his death by suffocation from a fire 
built by himself in an attempt'to escape 
from the jail. 

Mr. and Mrs. Greningerof Han Fran¬ 
cisco were here on Thursday and iden¬ 
tified some of the articles as belonging 
to them and they were returned. They 
said the articles had been stolen from 
their residence on Gough atreet several 
days ago.

OF TRUSTEES 

Two Applications for Liquor Licenses Re¬ 
jected-Fifty Dollars Voted for 
Fourth of July Float 


The board of city trustees met in 
regular weekly session last Monday 
night. 

The applications for Class C liquor 
licenses for a man named Curusis, 
whose grocery business is located on 
lower Grand avenue, and for A.Cinelli, 
who runs a grocery store on Baden ' 
avenue, near the school houses, were 
rejected upon motion of Trustee Hickey, j 
seconded by Trustee Healy. 

Citizen E. E. Cunningham appeared 
before the board and argued that Mr. 
Curusis had purchased a lot and w;is 
building a house on it which made j 
him a freeholder, as required by the j 
liquor license ordinance. He urged i 
that Curusis be given the license. 

After some discussion the board de¬ 
cided to grant no more liquor licenses 
to keepers of grocery stores, and the 
applications were rejected. 

A communication was received from 
Attorney Henry Ward of Colma, stat¬ 
ing that he had prepared papers neces¬ 
sary to be presented to the board of 
supervisors next Tuesday in the mat¬ 
ter of disorganizing the local fire dis¬ 
trict and transferring the apparatus 
to the city. 

Communication ordered placed on 
file. 

Trustee Cunningham for the finance 
committee reported that the account¬ 
ant firm of Osborn & Kidd, Han 
Francisco, had been employed to ex¬ 
pert the books of the city officials. 

The purchasing committee was au¬ 
thorized to purchase necessary liling 
receptacles for maps, books, etc., for 
City Htreet Huperintendent H. W. 
Kneese. 

A labor claim for J. L. Wood in the 
sum of |2.50 was allowed. 

An amendment to section 10 of ordi¬ 
nance 13 was informally read by Clerk 
Kmith and laid over for future action. 


City Engineer Waggoner was in¬ 
structed to prepare plans and specifi¬ 
cations for the curb and sidewalk work 
ordered by the city to be done on Lin¬ 
den avenue from Railroad to Juniper 
avenues. 

Trustee Hickey brought up the mat¬ 
ter of the board contiibuting some 
money to pay the expense of getting 
up a suitable float to represent this 
city at the Fourth of July celebration 
that will take place at Redwood City 
next Monday. 

Upon motion of Trustee Hickey, sec¬ 
onded by Trustee Cunningham, the 
sum of $50 was voted by the lioard for 
that purpose. 

It was decided to have a float built 
that will t>e symbolical of the manu¬ 
facturing industries of this city, who 
are expected to also contribute if they 
wish their names advertised. 

1 he following named business men 
were appointed as a committee to pre¬ 
pare a suitable float and ask for con¬ 
tributions from the factories: E. W. 
Langenbach, W. C. Hchneider and 
Peter Lind. The committee is to act 
in conjunctfon with the members of 
the board. 

On Tuesday Trustee Hickey obtained 
contributions from W. P. Fuller & Co. 
and the Doak Hheet Hteel Co. 

On Thursday he obtained contribu¬ 
tions from the Western Meat Co. and 
the Hteiger Pottery and Terra Cotta 
Co. 

A large banner will also be prepared 
advertising the Fourth of July cele¬ 
bration to be given in this city next 
year. 

City Attorney Htyles was instructed 
to prepare legal forms necessary for 
Tax Collector Kneese. 

City Engineer Waggoner was author¬ 
ized to obtain all books necessary in 
connection with the curb and sidewalk 
improvements to be made shortly.

A sensational attempt to kill Antonio 
San Miguel, Congressman from Pinar 
del Rio and a newspaper editor, was 
made in the lobby ot the Cuban Con¬ 
gress. Congressman Manual Lorez of 
Oriente was the assailant. The single 
shot he fired went wild. The bullet 
grazed the head of Congressman An¬ 
tonio Gonzales Lanuza, leader of the 
Conservative party who was standing 
behind San Miguel. The latter drew 
a pistol, but the combatants were sepa¬ 
rated. It is believed that a duel be¬ 
tween San Miguel and Lirenz is inevi¬ 
table. 

Peru has accepted the suggestions 
of the United States, Brazil and Ar¬ 
gentina, the mediators in the dispute 
between Peru and Ecuador over the 
boundary line. The 15,000 volunteers 
who had been mobilized on the fron¬ 
tier have been recalled. 

The Ministry of Justice at Rome has 
transmitted to the Foreign Office the 
evidence in the case of Mrs. Porter 
Charlton, who was murdered at Lake 
Como, leaving the Foreign Office free 
regarding further steps taken in the 
matter of the extradition from the 
United States of the confessed slayer, 
Porter Charlton. It is believed at 
Rome that the whole affair will be 
disposed of through negotiations be 
tween the Italian Embassy at Wash¬ 
ington and the American authorities, 
also be on hand, but it is said that 
the operation is not so dangerous that 
anything more than a local anaesthetic 
is necessary. 

Princess Fedora of Schleswig-Hol¬ 
stein, the youngest sister of Empress 
Auguste Victoria of Germany, died sud¬ 
denly at Karlsruhe from heart disease.

Daniel Webster 
Field, who had lived 
in Los Angeles since 
it was a village with¬ 
out a railroad, died June 27th, 7.7. 
years of age. Field held various offi¬ 
ces during his public career here, and 
was president of the State Board of 
Building and Loan Commissioners ap¬ 
pointed by former Governor Gage. Be¬ 
fore the Civil War Field was noted 
as an Indian fighter in Minnesota. He 
founded the town of Glencoe, Minn. 
During the war he served with a Con¬ 
necticut regiment. 

Jesse Gillmore, one of the wealthiest 
pioneer residents of San Diego, is dead 
after a lingering illness of two months. 
He was about 80 yers old and had 
been a resident of San Diego since the 
early seventies. Two months ago, 
while seated at the dinner table he 
sustained a stroke of paralysis, from 
which he never recovered. 

United States Senator Samuel Doug¬ 
lass McEnery died at his home. Sena¬ 
tor McEnery arrived from Washing¬ 
ton, suffering from an attack of indi¬ 
gestion. He was taken to his home 
here, where physicians were sum¬ 
moned. The Senator rallied some¬ 
what after treatment, but late on the 
night of June 27th his condition took a 
turn for the worse, and early this 
morning ho lapsed into unconscious- 
ness and died shortly before 10 o’clock. 
Senator McEnery was in his seventy- 
fourth year and his health had not 
been good lor several years.

State Controller A. B. Nye has given 
instructions to Attorney-General U. S. 
Webb to bring suit at once against 
Rawhide and App Gold Mining Com¬ 
panies in Tuolumne county to recover 
$12,500 in taxes which have been delin¬ 
quent for the past several years. The 
mines are among the valuable proper¬ 
ties controlled by Captain W. A. Ne- 
vills, one of the most promising min¬ 
ing men in the State. 

According to reports given out by 
officials of the company, the Spring 
Valley Water Company is making ex¬ 
tensive iilans for the conversion of its 
lands in Niles canyon into beautiful 
public parks at a cost of many thou¬ 
sands of dollars. The company’s engi¬ 
neers are at present making a beauti 
ful water park at the Sunol dam, and 
this is said to be but a small part of 
the intended improvements. 

That the 1910 crop of raisins will be 
smaller than that of last year was the 
statement made by A. L. Hobbs, a 
prominent Fresno packer who has 
been making extensive investigations 
along that line. Hobbs states that the 
muscat grapes will be up to average 
in quantity and quality, but that the 
seedless varieties have suffered great¬ 
ly as the result of the changeable 
weather in the early portion of June, 
when some days there was a variance 
of 40 degrees between the days and 
nights. 

Harry P. Flannery will not again be 
a S. F. Police Commissioner during the 
McCarthy administration. In a long 
letter which he sent to the Mayor he 
announced that in order to relieve the 
latter of any possible embarrassment 
he desired that his name should not be 
considered in connection with the post 
which he resigned at the time the 
charges made by the poolroom oper¬ 
ator, Abbott, resulted in his indict¬ 
ment by the Marin county grand jury. 
The letter of Flannery and the reply 
of the Mayor were highly laudatory, 
one of the other. Flannery's praise of 
the McCarthy administration was un¬ 
stinted, and in return the Mayor 
passed over the bouquet that Flannery 
“stands premier among the most re¬ 
sponsible and esteemed men of San 
Francisco.” An “earnest, fearless, up¬ 
right and useful citizen” are other flat¬ 
tering terms which the Mayor applies 
to the former Commissioner. 

The highest bidder will purchase 
the entire almond crop of the Cali¬ 
fornia Almond Growers’ Exchange, 
which was recently organized through 
the efforts of the San Joaquin county 
growers. The officers of the exchange 
have prepared the specifications un¬ 
der which bidding will take place and 
they believe that by pooling their out¬ 
put they will secure better prices than 
heretofore. It is estimated that there 
will be about 1250 tons of almonds 
handled by the exchange and probably 
800 tons not in the combine. 

A proclamation to hold a bond elec¬ 
tion on August 2d, to vote on bonds 
to the amount of $1,450,000, was issued 
by the Board of Supervisors of Contra 
Costa county at a meeting in Mar¬ 
tinez. These bonds are to be voted for 
the construction of 124 miles of first- 
class roads in Contra costa county. 
The issue is to be made up of 1450 
$1000 bonds. These are to bear in¬ 
terest at the rate of 4% per cent, to 
extend over a period of from twenty 
to forty years. It is the intention of 
the Supervisors to make all of the 
roads first class.

Mistake number one was made 
when the committee tabled a reso¬ 
lution denying and disavowing the 
charge that the republican party 
in California is controlled by the 
Southern Pacific Company. The 
refusal to hear or consider the res¬ 
olution was equivalent to an ad¬ 
mission that the damaging charge 
was true, 
called for a denial, but it opened 
the door to a vindication of the 
republican party against this wide¬ 
spread and oft repeated accusa¬ 
tion. 

It is a question whether fear or 
simple stupidity was the govern¬ 
ing cause in thiscase.

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COUNT ZEPPELIN’S 
AIRSHIPWREGKED 

Lands in German Forest, But 
Passengers Escape 

Count Zeppelin’s passenger airship 
Deutschland, lies in the Teutoburgian 
forest, pierced by pine trees, a mass 
of silk and twisted aluminum. The 
thirty-three passengers aboard the air¬ 
ship when it struck the pines after a 
wild contest with a storm, escaped un¬ 
injured, climbing down from the wreck 
on a rope ladder. 

Herr Colesmann, general manager 
of the new airship company, Chief 
Engineer Duers of the Zeppelin Com¬ 
pany, and Captain Wannenberg, who 
had charge of the crew of ten, and 
twenty newspaper men, sailed from 
Dusseldorf at 8:30 o'clock for a three 
hours’ excursion. The objective point 
was Dortmund, about thirty-five miles 
from Dusseldorf, but a high head wind 
prevailed and an effort was made to 
reach Nunster, a garrison town, so 
that a landing might be made on the 
parade ground with the aid of the 
soldiers. It was realized that it would 
require a large number of men to hold 
the vast contrivance of silk and metal 
against the wind. 

Adrift in the Big Storm. 

In the high wind one of the motors 
refused to work and the other two did 
not give sufficient power to make any 
headway in the gale. The airship 
drifted, swaying in the violent gusts 
and sometimes leaning to an angle of 
forty-five degrees. All the while the 
enginemen were at work repairing the 
disabled motor. When this was done 
all four screws were driven at their 
full power. Under normal conditions 
the engines were capable of driving 
the airship at a speed of forty miles 
an hour, but the helmsman was unable 
to keep his course and the great craft 
was swung about at the mercy of the 
winds. 

Colesmann did not dare to come 
about for fear of overturning and de¬ 
cided to drift with the gale toward 
Osnabruck, also a garrison station. If 
he missed that he expected to con¬ 
tinue on to Senne. 

Suddenly he perceived a whirlwind 
coming and descended to a height of 
nearly 4000 feet to avoid the center of 
it.

RUSSO-JAPANESE AGREEMENT 

Ready to Sign Compact That Gives 
Them Control. 

A Russo-Japanese convention deal¬ 
ing with the railroad situation in 
Manchuria will be signed in St. Peters¬ 
burg by Iswolsky, Minister of Foreign 
Affairs, and Dr. Montono, the Japanese 
Embassador. 

The contents of the document will 
be communicated to Great Britain and 
France before the signing of the con¬ 
vention. Negotiations between Russia 
and Japan began soon after Secretary 
Knox’s neutralization proposals. They 
were conducted in St. Petersburg be¬ 
tween Isw r olsky and Dr. Motono. 

The convention will consist first of 
a general statement referring to the 
determination of the two Governments 
to maintain the status quo in Man¬ 
churia, both territorial and administra¬ 
tive, and to co-ordinate the railroads; 
and, second, a detailed technical agree¬ 
ment between the Eastern Chinese 
Railway Corporation and the South 
Manchurian Railroad Corporation, reg¬ 
ulating the direction and division of 
the traffic between Vladivostok and 
Dalny, and establishing advantageous 
through rates on the railroads. Rus¬ 
sia and Japan are to adjust several 
I pending questions.

ROOSEVELT SUED FOR SLANDER 

Charges Slander to Former President 
and Others. 

Mrs. Ida von Claussen, a remarkably 
handsome young woman, who came 
to New York recently from Europe, 
created a sensation when she filed a 
complaint in a suit for $1,000,000 
against Theodore Roosevelt, Robert 
Bacon, United States Embassador to 
France; Charles Graves, Minister to 
Sweden, and the latter’s wife. 

The suit is for defamation of char¬ 
acter. In her complaint she sets forth 
I that she was on the eve of becoming 
the bride of Prince Eugene of Sweden 
when the alleged interference of the 
defendants in her suit brought the 
match to an end. Mrs. von Claussen’s 
troubles began when she failed to se¬ 
cure an introduction at the royal court 
in Sweden. 

After having failed to be presented 
at the court of the King of Sweden, 
i Mrs. von Claussen went to Washington 
in April, 1907. to lay the matter before 
1 President Roosevelt. She tried to ar¬ 
range an interview with the President, 
but found the official bars too tightly 
closed to permit of her entrance to the 
President’s presence. 

She remained in Washington for 
some time, expressing the belief that 
she would secure satisfaction for the 
snub that she said had been ad¬ 
ministered to her by Charles II. 
Graves, American Minister to Sweden,

Latest Conditions and Prices of 
Seasonable Products of California 


FRUIT—Standard varieties of fruit 
are in great abundance and the can¬ 
neries are taking the best, leaving 
seconds for this market, to a great 
extent, and quotations are usually 
based on this fact. Apricots are the 
most important of seasonable fruits 
and after the canneries have the pick 
of these at $20@25 a ton the small 
dealer gets his supply at l^@2c a lb. 
in hulk or at 50@75c in packed crates. 
Better grades of peaches are appear¬ 
ing and lower grades are in excess, 
selling at 40@65c in baskets. Fancy 
boxes of wrapped peaches bring 65@ 
75c. The prospect is that peaches will 
become too abundant for local demand. 
Plums in great variety and fine qual¬ 
ity have oversttpplied the market. 
Damsons bring 60@75c a basket, Cly- 
man's 25@40c and Tragedy prunes 75 
@90c a box. Pears are slow sale at 
$1@1.25 a large box. Royal Anne 
cherries in fine quality are about the 
only cherries in the market and bring 
6@7c a lb. Cantaloupes range from 
$1.75@2.25 for standards and jumbos, 
with a tendency to weaken.
